Not a shot was fired when list- 
ess soldiers of the beaten Re­ 
pu blican reg ime laid down their 
arms. 
Capitu lation in the 
conflict 
which lasted two y ears and eig ht 
m onths and cost u ncou nted hu n­ 
dreds of thou sands of liv es came 
on orders of Colonel Adolfo Pra- 
da, the Repu blican arm y ’s new 
commander. General Jose Miaja, 
sav ior of Madrid,” and his war 
minister, 
Seg ismu ndo 
Casado, 
lad g one to Valencia. 
It seemed certain th a t no at- 
em pt a t resistance wou ld 
be 
made. An estim ated 6 0,000 ju bi- 
ant Fascists celebrated in the 
streets of this city which had 
been u nder sieg e since Nov . 6 , 
19 36 . In these same streets hu n­ 
dreds had been killed in inter­ 
m ittent artillery and air bom­ 
bardments. 
M adrid’s famou s “fifth 
col­ 
u m n”— Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco’s 
sy mpathizers 
who 
risked their liv es to spy for him 
du ring the war—came into the 
open. 
Released from the strain of 
war, people ru shed frantically 
abou t the streets, dancing and 
embracing each other. They sang 
and shou ted in scenes of wild en­ 
thu siasm. 
Nationalist troops by noon had 
not formally taken ov er the cen­ 
ter of the city . Here the hu ng ry 
popu lace they had bombed and 
bombarded for nearly two and 
one-half y ears waited to cheer 
them. 
General Franco was ex pected 
to make a triu m phal entry into 
Madrid after “cleanu p 
opera­ 
tions.” He may come Satu rday . 
Disarmed Repu blican soldiers 
-who had seen Franco g radu al­ 
ly take ov er three-fou rths

GOING AROUND THE BUSH 
The fundamental inability of New Deal plan­ 
ning to go to the root of the depression evil and 
its seeking to cure economic ills by encircling the 
bush rather than getting at the cause of the 
m atter is indicated by the proposal of Senator 
Mead, of New York, for the insurance of loans 
by banks to small business. The proposed mea­ 
sure provides that the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation be authorized to insure banks 
against any losses which they might be called on 
to sustain in lending money to small business 
for the purposes of ex panding plants and in­ 
creasing production. 
In short the tax pay ers 
would guarantee loans made by banks to small 
business men for the purposes of increasing pri­ 
vate pay rolls through ex pansion. 
There can* be no question th at business has 
been hampered in its efforts toward ex pansion. 
But the fundamental cause of this is not the in­ 
ability to get loans. It is in part the general 
uncertainty of the business picture due to ex ­ 
panding national indebtedness and the pros­ 
pect of higher tax es, and in part the general 
tax burdens which business now has to bear. 
When the excess profits tax was passed one of 
the chief criticisms brought against it was that 
it would hamper ex pansion of business because 
business would not have the funds with which to 
ex pand. The tax has been modified but still re­ 
mains on the statute books. Now the New Dealers 
would seek to make up for the dry ing up of earn­ 
ings and consequent lack of ex pansion by lend­ 
ing more money to business and calling on the 
government to guarantee the banks against loss. 
Wouldn’t it be much simpler to readjust the 
tax load and give the business man an oppor­ 
tunity to earn money of his own with which to 
ex pand rather than to make government money 
available to him? It is true that tax modifica­ 
tion in itself wouldn’t finish the remedy but, 


coupled with new fiscal policies taking the gov­ 
ernment out of business and making a move 
toward retrenchment and a balanced budget it 
would go a long way toward making loans to 
business guaranteed by the government unnec­ 
essary . 
After all, what good will it do to ask business 
to ex pand and increase its production unless 
there is some market for the goods which busi­ 
ness is called on to produce? We have enough 
surpluses now, as it is. What we need more is 
a sound and genuine move toward recovery , built 
on a firm foundation. The way to get this is to 
return to sound economics, to get our national 
house in order rather than to lend money to 
small business to produce wares for which there 
is no market.
